SAD DEATH OF A: SHIP CAPTAIN. 
: % Singuporo, July 28. 
Wo regret to record tho death of Capt. 
Alexander Ueetor, of the-8. 8. Nam Yong, 
which took place last night as the result of 
an unfortunate accident. Tho deceased 
appears to have gone on board his steamer, 
which was to have sailed this morning, about 


# o'clock Jast evening and gone to his room.'

A find of ancient papyri in Egypt 
has. been made b Moses’ Grenfall and 
Hunt, who are exploring for tho Egyptian 
Exploration Fund «at Bolnessh, many 
ancient rubbish mounds -yielding a rick 
store. The quantity of ralls found in throe 
of the mounds was large enough to warrant 
the assumption thats part of the archives 
had Leon thrown. there. » The pyri 
range from the time of tho Roman 
conquest to. early Arab times. Buch 
century is Jargely reprosented.. Most of 
the documents are written in Greek, 
with a sprinkling of Latin, Coptic und 
Arabic. Little is known. of. the contents 
of the documents, but Mr Grenfell’s hopa 
in digging at tho site of Oxyrynehus of 
finding early Christiandocuments is realised, 
for among the papyzi is a Icaf from a third 
‘century papyrus hoak containing a collec- 
tion of the sayings of Christ.
